Homan Polytheism and Christianity. 

Polytheism appealed strongly to the 
senses; the graces of poetry, the charms 
of musiv, the fiscivations of painting and 
statuary, with all the splendour of gold and 
every form of pageantry and pomp, were 
employed to produce strong impressions, 
and associate powerlul feelings with the 
worship of the gods. 

Many of the rites of heathen worship 
aliowed and favoured the indulgence of 
some of the strougest vicious propensities 
of human nature. We cannot particularize 
here; or it might be shown that a sensual 
people would be much tempted to support 
a system, which, under colour of religion, 
vifered constant opportunities for the en- 
joyment of sintul pleasure. 

The ruling powers permitted the opera- 
tion of fanaticism without restraint: atany 
rate, they had an understanding with the 
leaders in those effervescences of idolatrous 
zeal which frequently occurred, so as cither 
to. insure the direction of the infuriated 
mob of pricsts and cunuchs against that 
which was obnoxious to the ruling powers; 
or its evaporation in some harmless non- 
sense. ‘This remark is illustrated in the 
book before us, by the account which is 
given of the Gai, priests of a heathen 
goddess calicd Cybele, who celebrated the 
cites of their superstition with drums, 
trumpets, and vasious other instruments; 
and by the wildest and most moane [anati- 
cism that can be imagined.—Such things 
amused the Roman mob; and they were 
tulerated, while christianity was persecuted! 

But after ail, perhaps, the chic reason 
why polytheism and idolatry were so po- 
pular was that they presented somethin 
palpable and particular, which the min. 
could Jay hola on, and by which the affec- 
tions might be Rehvzion is uni- 
versally a subject of deep interest. This 
is evident from the fact that no man feels 
neutral in relation toit. But mere unaided 
reason presents to ts at the best, only ab- 
And 
these have no power to seize the heart, ata 
awaken lofty Mat 
turns from them, then, and if he can find 
nothing adapted to the wants of his na- 
ture, he will ¢ 
purpose. He will have his visible symbols 
of Deity, his idols, his splendid cerenio- 
nials, and religious pomp. In every hea- 
then nation, we think it will be found that 
religions rites consist, in part at Icast, of 
that which is best adapted, according to 
the genius ol the pe »ple, to awaken power- 
ful feelings. 

Hence the adaption of the gospel to the 
universal condition of man. It does not 
deal in’ generalities; it does not drop its

cold speculations and abstract truths, like 
morsels of ice, upon us. It comes honie to 
our business and bosom, and awakens 
our loftiest feelings. And the manner in 
which it does this deserves to be remarked 
God 1s set before us 45 a pure spirit, inh.

ing, wisdom, power, holiness, goodness 
and truth, Bat while this is done, even 
before the fear, that such a betny will toe 
tally overlook, or forever punish us sinners, 
is formed within us, we are told that he, 
who is the highest of the Pather’s glory 
and the express imeye of his person, came 
from heaven to earth, lived for us, died for 
us, rose and intercedes and reiens for us;

Phere is another consideration. — When 
man looks around him, whether in joy or 
in sorrow, he finds no tokens of any being 
in the univesse sympathising with him but 
his feilaw men. The desolating tempest 
comes in its angriest mood, and the baleful 
lightning glares on him, in his highest joy. 
And in his deepest sorrow, the sun shines 
in its brightness, the moon sheds her lam- 
bent light, oeture animate and inanimate is 
just 25 calm or as joyful, as though he were 
blest. Nature doce not sympathise with 
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man. And in bis wretcheduess, his feel- 
ings of guilt @iid of sorvow, what can ware 
rant him to 168K to the author of nature, 


and itdulge the hope of his compassionate ' 


regards? Why only this, that * we have a 
merciful and gracious hiyh-priest, who 
now indeed has passed into the heavens for 
us; but who was once tempted as we are, 
who is touched with a feeling of our infir- 
thities, and Knows how to succour the 
tempted.” Surely the gospel is admira- 
bly adapted to the nature of man; and cal- 
culated to exert on the whole race, a most 
salutary influence. In this adaptation, we 
find one of the secondary causes of its rapid 
propagation even im corrupt hwperial 
Rome. | Evangelical Mag.

The man of feeling is alive to all those refined 
sensations that result from sentiment~—those ema-

mortality of his existence, and the nobility of his 
nature is never more fully proved than when unde:

Turks and Grecksa.—Advices from Tri- 
este, under date of the 15th of March have 
been received in London, the contents of 
which, if true, are important. They repre- 
sent that the Turkish and Greek fleets had 
come to an action, in which the former have 
been defeated with the Joss of 25 vessels, 
ot the class of transport ships. The ac- 
count rests on the authority of the comman- 
der of a vessel arrived at Trieste, who de- 
clared that he was an eve-witness of the ene 
gagement, Which was fought on the 3d ult.

ERUPTION OF MOUNT VESUVIUS. 

Mount Vesuvius which had been for se- 
veral months in a state of total inaction, on 
Friday, the 22d February, showed signs of 
renewed vigour; on the following night it 
was ina very great activity, and on Sunday 
night (the 24th Feb.) the volcano exhibited 
a very grand eruption. <A broad stream of 
Java descended the cone, and seemed to 
turn off in an angle, and run down the 
mountain towards Resina and Portici; the 
flames above the crater were lofty and con- 
tinued ; an unremitting discharge of fiery 
masses, which were thrown up in the air 
to a great height, issued from the mouth, 
and the groans of the mountain were heard 
in Naples like distant thunder. About ten 
o'clock on that evening the view from the 
city was particularly striking—the wide 
river of fire ran on in- majestic slowness; 
innumerable pale torches were seen coast- 
ing its sides, on which some bold and cu- 
rious persons secmed every now and then 
to be treading; the flames were reflected 
across the bay, and threw a strong glare on 
the buildings and on the faces of thousands 
of spectators, who had gathered on the 
Molo, Santa Lucia, and other open places, 
to gaze at the magnificent conflagration.

Gambling in the Stocka.—United States’ 
Bank Stock, which, since the origin of the 
Bank, seems to have been the special aim 
and prey of jobbers and gamblers, was yes- 
terday sold at 98, having fallen in one day 8 
per cent, and, since a month or six wecks, 
from 115—and all this without any sort of 
relation to the real and fair value of the 
stock, but simply from the nature of the 
contracts entered into for its sale or pur- 
chase. All this is well enough understood 
here in this city, but our country readers, 
and those out of the state, might, without 
some explanation, suppose that a real de- 
preciation had occurred in the Stock, 

‘The truth is, that from the great abun- 
dance of unemployed capital floating in our 
market during the past summer, a vast 
amount of U.S. Bank Stock was purchas- 
ed on speculation, chiefly by the brokers, 
in the hapes of a rise; and money borrow- 
ed, at a low interest, on a hypothecation of 
it, to enable the purchasers to pay for it. 
The revival of commerce in part, the ex- 
cessive importations in a greater degree, 
having increased the demand for money ; 
the loans on Bank Stock are required to be 
paid as they fall due, and in order to pay 
them, the Stock is thrown into a market 
now as bare of moncy us befcre it was re- 
dundant of it, and sold for what it will 
bring. The market being thus overstock- 
ed, the price naturally falls, and, the sales 
being imperative, it falls even lower than, 
notwithstanding the glut, it should do.

New England Enterpfrise.—The Win- 
chester (Va.)

bia. The liberal and decided policy of the 
-Court of Portugal, with the steps alreac’, 
taken in the chamber of Representatives of 
the United States, and the British Parlia- 
ment: together with the strong feeling now 
general in Europe, in support of this mea- 
sure, incline us to believe that if an iota of 
common sense be mingled in the Councils 
of Spain, she will hasten to avail herself of 
the few advantages she still possesses to 
treat with Columbia on more than equal 
terms of commercial profit—We protest, 
however, against paying too dear'y fora re- 
cognition it will soon be ridiculous as it is 
already fruitless to withold.
